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City Employees 
Get Pay Boost 


Wage boosts were voted Tuesday night for nearly all Sierra 
Madre’s city employees. The salary increases were approved by 
the City Council on recommendation of the various department 
heads and concurrence by City Administrator R. Merritt Baker, 
The raises were provided for in the “wage step’ ’resolution adopted 

by the councilmen more than 
a month ago. 

On motion of Councilman 
Noren Eaton the pay hikes 
were granted and will be ret¬ 
roactive to Dec. 1. 

Councilman Lawrence Wash¬ 
burn seconded the motion, but 
asked if the action would not 
be setting a precedent for 
“blanket wage increases.” 

“I’m not bound by any pre¬ 
cedent,” replied Mr. Eaton. 
I’m basing my motion on what, 
presumably, the department 
heads and city administrator 
have recommended. I wouldn’t 
say I agree entirely with ev¬ 
erything that’s recommended, 
but what do we have a city 
administrator for?” 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
said he did not agree with 
the “theory” behind the in¬ 
creases. Determining raises will 
be subjective, not objective, 
he said. His vote on the mo¬ 
tion, however, was “yes,”’ 
Most of the emplpyees who 
have been on the city payroll 
less than six months received 
only half the wage boost pos¬ 
sible under their classification. 
It was understood that these 
people will get their full 
amounts when it is recom¬ 
mended. 

As the departmental requests 
were read. Mayor William A. 
Kinney slated that he thought 
it was “high time” action was 
taken on the raises. 

“We’ve been talking about 
this since August,” he said.

First top-flight test of Sierra Madre's new water spreading 
grounds was started at noon yesterday and was still being con¬ 
ducted todoy. City AdmiiUstrotor R. Merritt Baker termed the 
occasion "a real red-letter day for Sierra Madre and, particularly, 
for Water Superintendent A1 Freeland." Several Los Angeles 
County officials, as well as lo¬ 
cal ones, were on hand for the 
first actual testing of Sierra 
Madre's water settling basins. 

Water .started flowing from 
the Big Santa Anita Dam at 
12 noon. It poured through the 
city’s diversion structure and 
pipeiine and onto the water 
property north of the Youth 
Hut and Nursery School. 

Ton second feet of water was 
the rate of flow u.sed in the 
test. Mr. Freeland explained 
that is the technical way of 
saying a flow of 10 cubic feet 
per second. 

This figure amounts to 600 
gallons of water a minute, or 
36,000 gallons an hour. Mr. 

Freeland said the test possib¬ 
ly would be run for a full 24- 
hour period, which would 
mean a total flow of 19.83 acre 
feet. 

Among the County Flood 
Control District officials in 
town yesterday for the test 
were H. C. Porter, chief of the 
hydraulic department; Thomas 
E. Moon, a Sierra Madrean 
and representative of the flood 
control, and Finley B. Laverty, 
division engineer. 

Mr. Freeland said the State 
Divison of Water Resources 
had been notified of the test, 
and a representative of the 
water master’s office was ex¬ 
pected to attend. 

(Editor’s Note: Former City 
Councilman Herman Barter was 
not in town for the test yes¬ 
terday, but he will be intense¬ 
ly interested in its results, 
since he was the main driving 
force in seeing the project 
completed.)

There is no way to keep 
trucks off Canyon roads from 
the standpoints of safety or 
peace and quiet, the City Coun¬ 
cil advi.sed 10 petitioners Tues¬ 
day night. 

The 10 property owners on 
Woodland Drive wished to pro¬ 
hibit trucks from making the 
“turn around” above the Cot¬ 
tage Market. They said such 
turning by heavy vehicles was 
“disturbing” as weli as a dan¬ 
ger to children. 

It was pointed out by the 
counciimen that it is possible 
to sot .1 load limit on trucks 
on certain streets, but City At¬ 
torney T. Guy Cornyn said this 
is always done only on the 
basis of heavy loads being like¬ 
ly to ruin streets, not from 
the safety or noise standpoints. 

“Enacting a load limit on 
trucks would be a subterfuge 
to do what Mr. Cornyn says 
legally cannot be done,” said 
Councilman Noren Eaton. 

He suggested that the “right 
approach” to the problem 
would be to remove the fenced- 
in “sun bathing beach” at the 
swimming pool and allow 
trucks to turn there as they 
did .several years ago. 

The matter was referred to 
Police Chief G. G. McMillan 
and City Administrator R. Mer¬ 
ritt Baker. A letter was .sent 
the petitioners assuring them 
that “efforts are being made 
to solve the problem.”

Sales of U.S. Defense Bonds 
increased sharply during Sep- 
tember-October period of the 
First Defense Bond Drive, the 
Treasury Department reported 
recently in announcing the 
final results of the extensive 
industrial and community Ser¬ 
ies E effort.

Are You Slave 
To Garden Hose, 
Pruning Shears? 

Are you a slave to pruning 
shears and the garden hose? 
Then California native shrubs 
are the answer to your garden 
problems. 

California shrubs, says Rob¬ 
ert B. Deering, division of 
landscape gardening, Univer¬ 
sity of California College of 
Agriculture, need little atten¬ 
tion and no watering after 
they are established in the gar¬ 
den. Slow growing natives cut 
down on yearly pruning labor. 

Ceanothus or mountain lilac 
is one of the most popular and 
showy native shrubs. Flowers 
range from white to dark 
blue. 

Mimulus or monkey flower 
and redbud are also colorful 
in the spring. Fremontia’s 
bright yellow flowers also liv¬ 
en up the garden. 

Madrones and Toyon or Cal¬ 
ifornia Christmas berry bright¬ 
en the garden in fall and early 
winter. 

These are just a few of the 
native shrubs available. Na¬ 
tives do not mix well with 
subtropical or tropical plants 
that require lots of water. Win¬ 
ter rains are generally all the 
natives need.

A $100 fine plus 30 days in 
jail was the sentence handed 
William Thurman Fox, 14 W. 
Alegria, Saturday, Dec. 1, fol¬ 
lowing his guilty plea to 
charges of drunkenness. 

Judge John C. Mead suspend¬ 
ed the jail sentence, however, 
on conditions (1) that Fox “to¬ 
tally abstain” from any alco¬ 
hol during the two-year sus¬ 
pension period — “including 
beer, wine and everything”— 
and (2 that he not drive any 
vehicle at night. 

A drunk driving charge 
against Fox was dismissed fol¬ 
lowing a recessed discussion 
between the defendant and 
Judge Mead. In legal circles 
this is called “copping a plea." 

“If we prosecuted the drunk 
driving complaint and com¬ 
pletely suspended his driver’s 
license, Fox would lose his 
means of earning a livelihood,” 
explained the city judge. 

Under conditions of the sen¬ 
tence, Fox still may drive his 
tree-spraying truck "between 
the hours of sunrise and sun¬ 
set.” 


unusual assignment recently. Serving aboard the attack trans¬ 
port USS Magoffin on a routine cruise off San Diego, Quarter¬ 
master Colbert accompanied an officer on board a distressed 
merchant ship encountered at 
sea to the southward of San 
Clemente Island. 

Shortly after dawn on Nov. 

28, the Magoffin sighted a 
steamer on the horizon, and 
the courses of the ships rapid¬ 
ly converged. When they were 
about a mile apart, it was seen 
that the merchant ship’s bridge 
had been completely wrecked 
by fire and that a man was 
signalling with a flashlight 
from the emergency steering 
position at the stern. 

Captain W. B. Moore, USN, 
of Coronado, immediately or¬ 
dered his ship hove to and the 
lifeboat lowered. Quartermaster 
Colbert volunteered to go in 
the boat and furnish communi¬ 
cations between the boarding 
officer and the Magoffin. 

The damaged vessel was the 
cargo-liner Bataan, of Oslo, 

Norway. The information that 
Colbert semaphored (wig-wag¬ 
ged with flags) from her deck 
was as follows: Early on the 
previous morning fire broke out 
in the passengers’ lounge un¬ 
der the bridge, and spread so 
rapidly that the Captain and 
two passengers were trapped 
in their berths. 

First Mate Hvalgard and the 
crew succeeded in confining 
the blaze to the bridge struc¬ 
ture, but all radio, radar, sig¬ 
nalling and navigation gear 
was wiped out. The ship had 
no means to summon help and 
almost nothing with which to 
navigate. The only chart that 
was saved, fortunately one 
showing the .Southern Califor¬ 
nia coast, was charred around 
the edges. 

Mate Hvalgard set a cpurse 
for the Coronado Islands off 
San Diego, but when he pass¬ 
ed to seaward of them during 
the night he had no way of 
checking his ship’s position 
until he sighted the Naval 
Amphibious Transport. The 
Magoffin’s navigator messaged 
the position to Colbert, who 
gave it to the Norwegian mate. 

The Bataan declined all other 
assistance, and proceeded gal¬ 
lantly on her course for San 
Pedro. 

Colbert told his shipmates of 
the conditions under which 
the Norwegian sailors and pas¬ 
sengers were carrying on. The 
passengers, he said, apparently 
had lost all their possessions 
as the women among them 
were wearing seamen’s trous¬ 
ers and jackets.

Deaths Due 
To Botulism 


Across from Bank 


Sierra Madre 


Definite diagnosis of botu¬ 
lism was established today in 
the deaths of three Arcadia 
residents which occurred re¬ 
cently as a result of eating 
home-canned portulaca greens. 

A report by Dr. R. V. Stone, 
director of the County Health 
Department laboratories, states 
that of the forty-two foods 
tested from the household of 
the deceased, only the remain¬ 
der of the portulaca greens 
showed the presence of botuli- 
nus toxin. A half teaspoon of 
the infected portulaca juice 
caused a guinea pig to die in 
only a few hours the report 
shows. 

Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, County 
Health Officer, emphasized the 
fact that portulaca greens are 
no more poisonous than any 
other food. “It was simply an¬ 
other case of canning a non- 
acid food without using the 
steam pressure method to do 
it,” he said. 

He pointed out that the bot- 
ulinus spore which produces a 
deadly toxin in the absence of 
air can be killed with steam 
pressure but not mere boiling.

Mumps is a di.sea.se primarily associated with childhood. 
Relatively mild in the younger age group, it is one disorder that 
often looks much worse than it generally is. Treated as some¬ 
thing of littie con.sequence by many parents, the disease never¬ 
theless requires good medical care in order that complications 
may be avoided. Mumps may 
occur at any tirne during the 
year but cases are usually 
more frequent in the spring 
season. 

It is a moderately contagious 
di.sease and is spread by germs 
which are discharged from 
the mouth and nose of infect¬ 
ed persons. For this reason, a 
sick child (or adult) should be 
at once isolated from others 
who have not had the disorder. 

Care of the individual strick¬ 
en with mumps is exceedingly 
important since prompt medi¬ 
cal attention and good nurs¬ 
ing care help to avoid the ills 
that often follow this condition. 

Perhaps one of the most serious 
complications is involvement 
of the genital glands, partic¬ 
ularly if the disease occurs 
after adolescence.

Parents and teachers .should 
be alert to the signs of this 
disease in children. Although 
mumps may occur without 
symptoms, fever and a swell¬ 
ing of the glands in front of 
and below the ear are gener¬ 
ally present. Usually, one side 
only is affected at first but 
the other follows suit, in most 
instances, within a day or two. 
In addition, earache, vomiting, 
a stiff neck or back, and a 
headache may be experienced. 
AH unpleasant but happily, 
with good care, not dangerous. 

A vaccine for immunization 
against mumps has appeared 
on the market, but, since the 
complications in an adult are 
so serious, it is considered the 
best course by many reputable 
medical men not to interfere 
and simply let the children 
have it and get it over with. 
Most cases last a week or a 
little longer and one attack 
fortunately confers life-long 
immunity. 

Individuals who get mumps 
may look very comical but It 
is well for the people who care 
for them to remember that 
there is nothing amusing about 
the complications that can so 
easily follow.

British Historical 
Engravings Display 
Given Huntington 

An exhibit of British histor¬ 
ical portrait engravings—^the 
gift of Mrs. Edward L. Doheny 
of Los Angeles—is now open 
to the public at the Hunting- 
ton Library, San Marino. 

The gift, recently arrived 
from England, is a set of 36 
large folio volumes of James 
Granger's “Biographical History 
of England,” containing more 
than 15,000 engraved portraits 
which were brought together 
in the 18th century by Richard 
Bull of Essex. The Biographical 
History was published in 1769- 
1774. 

The engravings, inserted as 
extra Illustrations in the book, 
treat historic figures from the 
time of William the Conqueror 
through the reign of George III. 

They include poets, scientists, 

explorers, artists, musicians, A new method of artificial 

respiration to replace the 
prone pressure method in use 
in this country for many 
years was announced today by 
the American Red Cross, the 
Defense Department and oth¬ 
er agencies.

Used for years in Denmark, 
Norway, and other European 
meets at countries, the improved meth¬ 
od was found to produce a 
greater exchange of air in the 
victim’s lungs than the prone 
pressure system. The Red Cross 
started investigation into meth¬ 
ods of artificial respiration in 
1947 and made grants for re¬ 
search in the two years fol¬ 
lowing. 

Then, two years ago, the 
Army .sponsored four research 
teams which found that the 
prone system was the least ef¬ 
fective in the amount of air 
exchange.

In view of the widespread 
confusion regarding the new 
law on school buses, Police 
Chief Gordon G. McMillan to¬ 
day attempted to clarify the 
legislation which went into ef¬ 
fect Sept. 21. 

The law, in effect, states that 
cars meeting or overtaking a 
school bus which is stopped 
and flashing red lights to show 
that it is loading or unloading 
school children must stop and 
not pass the bus until the 
flashing light is turned off. 

Chief McMillan emphasized 
that the motorists need only 
observe a school bus stop when 
the bus actually is displaying 
flashing red lights to the front 
and rear. 

He also pointed out that the 
driver of a motor vehicle need 
not stop when the bus is stop¬ 
ped at an intersection or place 
where traffic is controlled by a 
traffic officer or official traf¬ 
fic signal.

A fourth side of the double- 
panel signs included a picture 
of heaped-up bodies of aroc- 
ity victims.

Fosters Fermentotlon 

When the juices of digestion 
are too weak or Inadequate in 
quantity to digest the bulky 
starch, the result is fermenta¬ 
tion; this really means that 
the food is largely consumed 
by bacteria for fermentation is 
nothing but bacterial action on 
starch. The result of this condi¬ 
tion is the production of quan¬ 
tities of gas, plus constipation. 
The correction of this complaint 
lies in an intelligently balanced 
diet which is light in starch 
and sugar.
